be in no maner wile, kepte oꝛ bꝛoughte vp in , leſte at any tyme after ⸗ 
warde they be dꝛiuen toꝛ lacke of lomme oz occupation to lyue by, to — ; 
fall to beggynge, ſtealynge. — — Fo: as moche as wre 
map daylp ſee, though ſlouthe and ideines, dyuers valiant men fall, ſome to 
beggynge and ſomme to thefte and murder, whiche after bzought to calamt- 
tie and miſerie,tmpute a great parte therof to they frendes and 5 
whiche luffred them to be bꝛought vppe ſo idelly in their youth, ik they 
had ben well educated and bꝛought vp — — , occupation,

rye,ozelies where, ſhall diſtrybute hereafter yerely amonges their pooze pa- 

oners. 02 other inhabytantes there, in the pꝛeſence of the church wardens, 
oz ſomme other honeſte men of the paryſhe, the. xl. part of the fruites and re- 
uenues of their layde benefices, leſte they be wozthily noted of ingratitude, 
which reſeruynge ſo many partes to them lelfe, can not vouchelafe to empart 
the. xl. poztion therof amonges the pooze people of that patyſſhe, that is ſoo 
tuitetull and pꝛofitable to them. 
¶ AN p tothintent that lerned men may here after ſpzynge the moꝛe foz the 
execution of the pꝛemiſſes, euery perſon, vicare,clerke, oꝛ beneficed man with⸗ 
in this deanry, hauyng yerely to dilpende in benefices and other pꝛomotions 
of the churche an hundꝛeth poundes, ſhall gyue competente exhibition to one 
ſcholer and foꝛ as many hundzeth poũdes moze, as he may diſpend, to ſo ma⸗ 
ny ſcholers moze, ſhall gyue lyke exhibition, in the vniuerſitie of Orenfozd oz 
Cambzige ozſome gramer ſchole, which after they haue pꝛofited in good ler⸗ 
nynge, may be parteners of their patrones cure and charge, as well in pꝛea⸗ 
chyng as other wyſe in therecution of their oſtices, oꝛ may whan nede ſhalbe, 
- otherwiſe pꝛofyte the common welth, with their counſayle and wiſedome. 
CALSsO that all perſons, vicars, and clerkes, hauyng churches, chapel⸗ 
leg oʒ manſions, withn this deanrie, ſhall beſtowe perely vppon the 
ſame manſtons, oʒ chauncelles of their churches, beinge in decay the. v. part 
of that they: benefices, tyll they be fully repayzed, and the ſame ſo repayꝛed, 
a kepe and maynteyne in good ſtate. 1 

ALL whiche and ſinguler iniunctions, ſhall be inuiolablye obſerued of 
the ſayde deane perſons, vicars curates ſtipendiaties, and other clerkes and 
beneficed men, vnder the peyne of ſuſpention and ſequeſtration of the frutes 
3 vntyll they haue done their dewtie, accoꝛdynge to theſe in⸗
